POLICE HAVE NEW EVIDENCE 


Belief Prevails That Mutilated Body Has 


_ Been Identified—Inspector Dew on the 


Witness Stand, Dec'«'cs the Dentist 
Contemplated 'Suicfde, .While at Sea— 


, Introduces Note as Evidence. 


LOXDON, Aug. 20.—Both Dr.. Hawley 


H. Crippen, and Ethel Clare Lcncvo, hia 
typist, were accused jointly of the mur- 
der of Belle Etnxttc, tbfl former's wife in 
the formal charge read to'them in the 
Bow afreet police court! today. 


Miss Lcucve wins charged also with 


harboring and^aiuiaining Crippen after 
the errnio and 'while •knowing that ho 
committed it. . During the 
proceedings 


Inspector Dow. introduced 
evidence 
to 


show that Crippen contemplated suicide, 
while-at sea,-following his flight from 
this country. Crippen was quoted also 
ns declaring that his companion knew 
nothing of the trouble in which he was 
involved, and Miss Lenev(> was said to 
have protested litv .innocence. 


There was special ^merest 
in 
the 


character of the formal charge as the 
Canadian warrant for the arrest of the 
fugitives had merely laid at .their door 
responsibility for the death of nn un- 
known woman whose body was found in 
the collar of the Crippen home, at Hill- 
drop Crescent. -The fact that both wen; 
today accused of the murder of Belle 
Elmore, leads to the supposition that the 
mutilated body has been identified to tin; 
satisfaction of the authorities.. It also 
suggest* that,the .police lielieve 
they 


have further evidence, concerning Miss 
Lcnevo's connection M'ith 
the 
tragedy 


than they have made known heretofore. 
Today's procendings consisted of the in- 
troduction of evidence against the accus- 
ed at the conclusion of whivh they were 
remanded until September tith, without 
having pleaded or made any comment on 
the reply to the charge against them. 


Stood Together in the Dock. 


Few persons except those connecte.l 


with the case were permitted in the po- 
lice court. 
Crippen and Miss 
I.eneve 


stood together "in the dock. He wore a 
gray- frock suit, while n's companion was 
dressed in-a tailor made suit of blue. Ar- 
thur Newton, the solicitor engaged l.y 
friends of his client, appeared lor Crip- 
pen and -I. M. Welfare retained by tho 
girl's father, represented her. Prosecut- 
or Traver? Humplireys had charge of the 
case for the crown and after introducing 
evidence in justification of the arrests In; 
uskcu that the prisoners be remanded for 
eight days. 


The prosecutor explained that the gov- 


ernment's evidence against 
the typist 


pointed only to her us an accessory atte• 
the fact. 
He said that he proposed at 


this time to offer only formal evidence in 
support of the action of the authorities 
in arresting mid holding the accused. 
A. week hence the prosecution would be 
ready to proceed with the case. 


Inspector Dew brietly described the ar- 


rests on board the steamer Montrose as 
the vessel approached Quebec. As he took 
Crippen into custody, the latter said: 


"1 am not sorry. My anxiety hag been 


too much." 


Intended to Jump Overboard. 


Dew said that he told Crippen that he 


must put him in handcuffs "as you have 
•written that you intended to jump over- 
board." 


To this Crippen replied: 
"I -will not do that. My anxiety has 


been too awful." 


Explaining bis suspicion that the fug- 


itive had planned to commit suicide, the 
inspector exhibited to the court a busi- 
ness card upon one side of which were 
the words: "P. Robinson and Company, 
Michigan. Presented by John E. Robin- 
eon." 


This card was found among Cliippens 


effects and on the back of it apparently 
in tho doctor's handwritig was the fol- 
lowing: 


"I cannot stand the 
horror 
I go 


through every night any longer and 1 
see nothing bright ahead and my jour- 
ney is coming to an end, 
I have made 


up my mind to jump overboard tonight, 
1 know I have spoiled your life, but 
some day you mny learn to forgive me. 
My last words arc of love." 


Dow also introduced a torn piece of 


a card on which Crippen had 
written 


this question: "Shall -we wait until to- 
night n.bout ten or eleven'; 
If no, what 


time?" 


Asking after Miss 
Leneve, 
Crippen 


said "to the inspector: 


"I will do all I can for tier. It is 


onlyiair to say that she knows nothing 
about it. I never told her anything."- 


The -witness said that in conversing 


with Captain Kendall of the 
Montroso, 


Miss Leneve remarked tlv.it she hud not 
, yvsn.a newspaper since, she left London 
3od refprnng to. .the murder 


ded: 


"1 know nothing about it." 
To the ispector,1 the woman said: -"I 


assure you I know nothing about it. I 
itendcd to write my sister when I got 
to Quebec. 


When tho warrant was read-on ship- 


board, Miss Leneve wept and becoming 
greatly agitated fainted. 


Wanted to See Miss Leneve. 


Dew concluded his testimony by re- 


peating a conversation which lie had 
with Crippen, while the latter was ex- 
ercising on the dock of the steamer Me- 
gantic during the return to Liverpool on 
August 24. 


Crippen said: I want to ask a favot 


of you, but r will leave it until Friday.71 
Friday fas the day preceding the arriv- 
al of the vessel at Liverpool. 
. The, inspector replied: 
"As well now 


as Friday." 


"When you took me off the ship {at 


Quebec) I did not see Miss Leneve. I do 
not know how things will go. They may 
go iillright; they may go all wrong. I 
.may never sec her again, and I want to 
ask you to let mo see her. 
I won't 


speak to her. 
She has been my only 


comfort for the last three years.'' 


Crippen was allowed to sec his com- 


panion in trouble. 


At this point, Solicitor Newton ques- 


tioned the witness and drew out the 
statement that his client had through- 
out been perfectly calmed and collected 
and had given no trouble to those who 
had him in eistody.

BERLIN, Aug. 29.—It was officially 


gazetted that two cases of Asiatic chol- 
era had developed at Spandau. Precau- 
tionary notices to the public were issued. 
The authorities today isolated a woman 
who had nursed her mother through a fa- 
tal illness, determined to be due to chol- 
era. 


The public is warned that the. use of 


socalled cholera drops and tonics is fu- 
tile and urged to immediately summon 
a physician if tho digestive organs are 
disturbed. The co-operation of thc peo- 
ple with tho health officers is asked. 


According to medical men it is not 


necessary to depart from thc ordinary 
habits of life except to avoid vegetable 
salads as possible transmitters of bacil- 
li-

ILL HEALTH FOR YEARS 


Despondent and Melancholy for Some 


Time and Kept Under Sunveillance By 


Husband and Friends—Body Discover- 


ed Floating Near Goodrich Transporta- 


tion Co. Dock—No Inquest Held. 


Becoming despondent on account of 


long continued ill-health',. Mrs. 
Eliza 


Hammer, oo years old, wife of Captain 
Charles Hammer, . 1,313 Lincoln street, 
disappeared from her home between 7 
and 8 o'clock Saturday night and Sun- 
day morning about 5:15 o'clock, 
her 


body was discovered floating in the river 
near the Goodrich Transportation Co.'s 
boat landing. Members of the Racine 
life saving crew were notified and secur- 
ing the body, towc-d it to the statioi'. 
Coroner Jonas Hoyle was summoned and 
later the remains were conveyed to the 
undertaking parlors of Bayermaim it 
Krug on Main street, 


Mrs. Hammer had been troubled with 


heart disease for a number of years and 
was confined in one of thc local hospi- 
tals for months. Growing better she was 
taken home, but became despondent and 
melancholy and was watched carefully 
by her husband snd friends. 
On Satur- 


day evening Mr. Hammer left the house 
and went to a- store -for tho purpose 
of purchasing a pair of shoes. 


Wife Had Disappeared. 


Returning about 10:30 
o'clock Mr. 


Hammer discovered that his wife had 
disappeared. 
Search of thc neighbor- 


hood failed to locate her and she was 
not at her friends. 
Firemen 
at 
the 


No. 4 fire company house reported that 
they had seen her pass there before 8 
o'clock in the evening. Becoming alarm- 
ed Mr. Hammer notified the police de- 
partment and all night long the officers 
and husband nnd friends of thc woman 
searched the city, but no trace of her 
could be found. Fears were entertained 
that she might have strayed to tho lake 
or river and fallen into the water. 


' 
The Body Found. 


A number of persons arose early Sun- 


day morning and went to the har"bor 
piers to lish. Glancing out on tho river 
near the Goodridi Transportation Co.'s 
docks, they saw an object floating on 
the surface of the water and closer in- 
spection revealed that it was the body 
of a woman and us stated above, the 
alarm was given and the life savers se- 
cured thc body and the coroner and rela- 
tives of the woman, which proved to be 
Mrs. Hammer, were notified. 
It is not 


believed that Mrs. Hummer committed 
suicide, but that in her wanderings she 
visited the harbor piers or adjacent docks 
and accidentally walked into the river.

Mrs. Hammer wus born in the brick

tavern. Th0 daughter, more than twen- 
ty-live years ago, wns united in mar- 
riage to Charles Hummer, who has for 
years been known as one of the local 
tug captains. There was born to them 
one son, Charles Hammer, who resides in 
the city. So during her entire life she 
was a resident of the Fourth ward and 
widely known as a good hearted and'gcn- 
crous woman. 


Coroner Hoyle, ;ifter milking an inves- 


tigation, decided not to hold an inquest. 
The funeral will tnke place tomorrow 
afternoon at 2 o'clock from the house. 


Shock Caused Instant Death, 


Coroner Hoylo states that the woman 


had suffered terribly from heart trouble. 
The fact that the body floated instead of 
sinking and thaf there was no water in 
the lungs, caused considerable comment 
among the river men and others. 
Dr. 


Brehm, who examined the body, stated 
that the reason the body did not sink 
was because the shock produced when 
she struck the water, killed her instant- 
ly and under these conditions no water 
could enter the lungs and the body nat- 
urally floated. ' There are it number of 
cases on record here where persons who 
jumped or fell into the water, floated, 
and were found a few hours after.

ALBERT LONGMORE ENDS HIS LIFE 


BY HANGING HIMSELF TO A 


BED-POST. 


.BODY FOUND BY HIS WIFE 


Accomplished the Act With the Aid of 


. a Towel—Mr. Longmore Had Been De- 


spondent and in III Health for Several 
Years—Spent Saturday Night at Home 


of Wife's Parents. 


Albert Longmore, 30 years old, one of 


thc prominent young farmers of Racine 
and ' Kenosha counties, committed sui- 
cide early Sunday morning, by hanging 
himself to a bed-post witJi a towel, at 
his home in the village of Union IJrovc. 
the lifeless body being discovered by his 
wife. 


Mr. Longmore has not been in the best 


of health for a few yc'ars past. 
On 


Saturday evening with his wife and child 
lie went to the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Stephen Goldsworthy. in the north sec- 
tion of the village, parents of Mrs. Long-- 
more, to remain there all night, on ac- 
count of the sickness of thc child. 


All retired at a reasonable hour. Sun- 


day morning early Mr. Ixjngmore arose 
and told his wife that he would go home 
and started out. 
A little 
later 
Mrs. 


Longmore also left for homc and wbe:i 
she entered the bouse was horned to dis- 
cover thc body of her husband hanging 
from a bed-post in one of the bed-rooms. 


She pive an alarm and people hurried 


to the scene nnd took thc oody down, 
but when a physician was called life was 
extinct. 
Mr. Longmore had 
taken 
a 


towel, tied one end around his neck and 
adjusted the other end to the bedpost, 
then kneeled down and 
strangled 
Lu 


death. 


Justice Manchester took charge of tb3 


body, empaneled a jury and an inquest 
was hold and after all of the evidence 
was heard a, verdict wa« rendered that 
deceased-came-to his death by his own 
hands, by. hanging. 


.Mr. Longmorc was born and reared in 


Somers, Kenosha county, but later pur- 
chased a 'farm in Vorkville, Ravine coun- 
ty. 
This he worked until his health 


failed, when he sold out, bought a home 
in Union 'Grove and settled there. 
He 


was a man well known in the farming 
districts and also the Grove and always 
considered an honest and upright man. 
The entire community was shocked when 
it became known he had suicided. 


He ;s survived by a. wife and one child, 


four years of age, besides other numer- 
ous relatives.

FOREIGH TRADE FIGURES 


Now that the fiscal year returns from 


the tariff have all'been made public, the 
statistical bureau of the department of 
Commerce nnd Labor are basing returns 
upon the calendar year, with as a result 
the late heavy imports have nearly wip- 
ed out the favorable balance of trade. 
The fiscal year gave exports at $1,730,- 
140,990. and the imports $1,562,621,181.. 
leaving a balance in our favor of $137,- 
519,800. 
The figures for the calendar 


year so far are for seven months. The 
exports have, been $919,252,4B7, and the 
imports reached $917,586,103. giving^ a 
favorable balance of trade of only $1,- 
66«,304. At this rate ft may be doubt- 
ful as to the existence, of a credit bal- 
ance the first of the .year. The July 
trade figures gave for the exports $114,- 
493,222, and for the imports S117,31'-,- 
105, a decrease or unfavorable trade bal- 
ance Of $3,018,083. 
Experts state the 


fall months will give a better showing. 


The division of foreign trade during 


July and for the sever months as regards 
dutiable, and free goods will be of inter- 
est 
The July record gives for dutiable 


roods $59,004,219 nnd non-dutiable or 
free goods, $57,707,886. The record lor 
seven months of the calendar year gives 
for the dutiable goods $481,629,840, and 
for the non-dutiable or free goods, $43o,- 
95e.»63. For this period the increase ot 
imports has been $87.100,457, with the 
proportions as between free and tariff 
duty "oods as follows: 
The increase for 


this period has been for the free entry 
or non-dutiable goods 568,33-2,273 and 
the increase of dutiable goods S18,7b8,- 
182 This larger increase of free goods 
is "due to the new tariff which enlarged 
the free list,

ed constitutional amendments to be vot- 
ed on this fall. There if not very much 
to say, the three in brief are this: Num- 
i,er one increases pay of legislators from 
*oOO to $1000. Number two, by changing 
redist,ricting of the state to conform to 
the federal census, does away with the 
state census. 
Number three gives the 


state authority to spend money acquir- 
ing water powers and to 
develop the 


same. 
This number three as a strict 


matter of fact never was authorized as 
required by the successive assents of the 
two legislatures, and will, despite the at- 
torney general, who held it should be 
voted on, if passed, be held illegal. 


It is explained that 
one 
legislature 


passed it and it was 
supposed 
there 


would be a special session, BO this last 
regular session never voted upon it, and 
so? legally the work will all have to be 
done ovfcr again. Anyway as to number 
three it will be well for the people to 
wait and sec what the special legislative 
:ommitte« reports at this coming session, 
us these very questions will be decided. 
First, does the state 
own the water 


powers at all? Second, if it docs, is it 
for the state or corporation to improve, 
.and if state owns, can 
the 
state 
or 


should the stats charge a 
reasonable 


compensation for use of the power! _ As 
to the state developing powers, the right 
must first be fully established, and tho 
right is claimed by a great majority of 
citizens; then the legislature or people 
can decide if taxation funds are to be 
invested in permanent internal improve- 
ments. 


Tho first amendment is only a matter 


of feeling. One thousand dollars is none 
too much for a legislative session, but if 
not authorized, there never will 
be 
H. 


dearth of men to aspire to legislative 
seats. 
As to 'the second it should be 


carried affirmatively. 
The state census 


is of very little use anyhow and Wis- 
consin can as well be readjusted legislat- 
ively every ten years immediately suc- 
ceeding the taking of the federal cen-

later by an inaccurate state census. As 
to the third, considering the submission 
requirements have not been tilled, vot- 
ing upon it may be useless anyhow.

A WRONG COURSE 


Another instance of the government 


deporting foreigners whom it has per- 
mitted to reside in the country many 
years, for oven though it be a Chinaman 
in this case, the principle is the same.
